turn up about the company or location Unfortunately, he was not of much help, 

other than to tell me that: 

e Calvert is a relatively common name in Maryland and it often used in busi- 
nesses. This stems from the founders, the Calvert and Crossland families It is 
their coat of arms that appear on the Maryland flag. 

e There is a Calvert Street in Baltimore. But John has not been able to locate 
the “Calvert Building.” 

e There is no relationship, but The Baltimore Philatelic Society's Club House is 
located in a “row-house” in the 1200 block of North Calvert Street. 

In any event, it is my theory that the Tucsarora Fertilizer. Company was a 

distributer of Armour products and barring any evidence to the contrary I suggest 

that Tucsarora be added to the list of supplemental users listed in the catalog's 

appendix. The company’s Letter Head and Bill Head are shown on page 38.
